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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-36 have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
is silent in teaching the propagation status includes an indication of whether or not a 
bridge port should be polled to obtain its current status, displaying the information for 
the plurality of switches and displaying the changed at least one propagation status 
through an interactive display in combination with all of the other limitations. The closest 
prior art Boulter as cited in the previous actions Boulter apparently describes, a user 
inputting a polling rate to specify the rate at which the Ethernet port statuses are polled 
and sub-images refreshed (See, column 7, lines 29-35 of Boulter). For example, if a 
polling rate of 30 seconds is input by the user (i.e., the time period between polls is 30 
seconds), the statuses of all the Ethernet ports of a device will be polled every 30 
seconds and the status sub-images will be refreshed (,See, column 1 1 , lines 61-65 of 
Boulter). Accordingly, if a polling rate of zero is input by the user, this would imply that 
the time period between polls is zero seconds and that the statuses of all the Ethernet 
ports of the device will be polled continuously (every zero seconds). Thus, the user 
inputting a polling rate of zero does not indicate whether or not a port should be 
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polled. To the contrary, in Boulter, regardless of the value the user inputs as the polling 
rate, the statuses of all the Ethernet ports will always be. polled, and only the frequency 
with which the statuses are polled (i.e., polling rate) may differ based on the value input 
by the user. In contrast, it is a feature of the claimed invention that the propagation 
status includes an indication of whether or not a bridge port should be polled, thus 
allowing, e.g., updating of the status of a group of ports without polling all of the ports, 
(emphasis added).
